FISHERMEN have 
warned . skin- diver a to 
stay away, from the 
south-wogt Irish coast 
and threatened mili- 
tant action against 
divers for crayfish and 
lobster. 

The Irish Fish Producers’ 
Organisation has backed local 
fishermen and claims there is 
an attempt being made to 
organise skin-diving on a 
commercial basis and to 
affect the livelihoods of com - 1 
mercial fishermen. 

The controversy has arisen 
nvor newspaper adver- 
tisements in Ireland seeking 
Skin-divers to work from 
boats operated locally in the 
south-west, diving for 
crayfish and lobster. 

Kevin Flannery, manager 
of Dingle Fishermen’s Co-op, 
said that skin-diving is illegal 
and is depleting lobster and 
crayfish stocks drastically 
where it is carried on. 
Fishermen would not tolerate 
this’ type of venture.

Hull's aid plea 



THE chairman of Hull 
Industrial Develop- 
ment Committee has 
sent a telegram to 
Fisheries Minister, 
Fred Peart, urging im- 
mediate action to 
counter the effects the 
cod war agreement 
with Iceland will have 
on the port. 

The message, from Coun- 
cillor Louis Pearlman, stress- 
ed it is vital to retain the 
port's existing trained sea- 
going labour force and tn 
maintain shore-based in- 
dustries dependent on fish. 

Other measures advocated 
were: 

(1) The conversion of the 
maximum number of distant 
water wet fish trawlers for 
near water fishing. 

(2) Assistance to the in- 
dustry over port charges. 

(3) A review and ad- 


justments of the price support 
mechanism, 

(4) Control of fish imports. 

The telegram ended: "In 
view of Hull's importance as 
headquarters of the United 
Kingdom's distant wnter 
fleet, we suggest formation of 
Joint Fishing Industry 
Emergency Action Unit to co- 
urdinate immediate 
programme while long-term 
policies are formulated."

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THE AFTERMATH of the deal with Iceland has 
already produced the inevitable criticism of the 
British trawler industry. As the axe begins to 
fall on sections of the fleet now unable to $o to 
Iceland, it is being pointed out that the writing 
has been on the wall for a long time and the in- 
dustry should have been preparing for the 
eventual loss of the Icelandic grounds a long 
time ago. 

What seems to be forgotten in these sweeping 
criticisms, is that before any major restruc- 
turing of the deepsea fleet could take place, 
something needed to be known about the future 
conditions trawlers would have to operate un- 
der. This has not been made possible. 

Hanging like a shroud over British fishing 
has been the revision of the EEC Common 
Fisheries Policy. The decisions yet to be taken 
in Brussels on exclusive economic zones and 
catch quotas, are the ones which will give some 
indication of the future shape of the British 
deepsea fleet." 

No trawler owner at this stage could con- 
template new investment, especially the way 
things are now shaping up in Brussels. Already, 
Germany has made it (dear that she will be look- 
ing for nearly 300,000 tons of fish from EEC 
waters to make up her shortfall from other 
areas when limits go out to 200-miles.

STORAGE reels for 
seine net ropes are 
now taking precedence 
over storage bins 
aboard the larger class 
of seine net vessel. But 
fitting them can mean 
the boat has to have a 
costly stability test. 

A aet of reels from the 
Lossie Hydraulic Co. of 
Falkirk was recently fitted to 
the 67ft. wooden vessel Ocean 
Harvest //.owned by Skipper 
William Teviotdale of Ar- 
broath. 

With flanges of - open- 
spoked design, the reels are 
controlled from the 
wheel house and each carries 
12 coils of 2$ in. rope. Skipper 
Teviotdale told Fishing News 
that the reels are “easier on 
the ropes” than storage bins. 

Ocean Harvest II has also 
been fitted with an 
aluminium gutting shelter 
made by the CraiT firm of 
. Alan Miller. Mackay Boat- 
builders of Arbroatn fitted 
the reels and shelter. 

This yard built Ocean 
Harvest //, which has a tran- 
som stern and is powered by a 
390 hp Caterpillar engine, in 
1972. 

Skipper Teviotdale was an- 
noyed that he had to pay to 
have the stability of his boat 
tested to ensure that it was 
not impaired by the addition 
of the reels and shelter.

should pay for safety checks 
on fishing vessels. 

Stability tests such as the 
one carried out on a modern 
boat like Ocean Harvest II 
should not be necessary, he 
said, as the WFA should en- 
sure that vessels are built 


with sufficient reserve stabili- 
ty to allow for the future ad- 
dition of extra equipment. 

He added: “Skippers put 
their money into these boats 
assuming that they are get- 
ting the finest designs 
available. Why should they 
now be penalised if they are 
later deemed not to be Bafe 
enough?” 

Skipper Crawford feels 
that the costly surveys for the 
old boats are having a 
detrimental effect on fleet 
modernisation. He said: 
“Fishermen can’t build new 
boats now as they cannot find 
buyers for their old onos.”

AN ATLAS of the 
North Sea is needed as 
it is one of the most 
prolific fishing grounds 
.and holds a number of 
valuable commercial 
; resources, states a sur- 
I vey and report issued 
recently. 

This atlas is now published 
by the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Fisheries and 
Food’s laboratory, Lowestoft, 
as Fisheries Research 
Technical Report No. 20. 

It is the work of two men, 
Mr. A. J. Lee, Director of 
Fisheries Research at 
Lowestoft, and John 
Ramster, a principle scien- 
tific officer. 

The report contains a series 
of detailed maps covering the 


use and resources of all the 
sea areas around Britain. 

The maps were drawn by 
two students at Luton College 
of Technology, T. J. Green 
and Vivien Hitchen, who 
worked at the Lowestoft 
laboratory aB sandwich 
students. 

The report is expected to be 
the first of a series of up- 
dated surveys aimed at 
provoking careful thought, 
not only about inter-nation 
use and development of 
North Sea resources, but also 
of the dangers of pollution. 

The North Sea could be 
looked on as a European pond 
— one with a wealth of 
natural resources, says the 
report. It has been one of the 
world’s most prolific fishing 
grounds for centuries, and 
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has now turned into one of the 
world’s most valuable sources 
for oil and natural gas. 

. It is also the target for a 
large and rapidly-expanding 
European marine gravel ana 
sand industry. 

The North Sea is also a 
major ocean highway, crossed 
by a maze of telephone cables 
and an ever-increasing 
number of oil and gas 
pipelines. 

' But, the report warned, it is 
also a “giant sink” into which 
the countries on its borders 
discharged their domestic 
and industrial wastes. 

All these factors added up 
to an urgent need for careful 
planning and management by 
government departments, in- 
dustry and commerce. And in 
order’ to achieve this, max- 
imum information is needed 
and has to be kept up to date. 

ThiB, said the report, is the 
idea behind the first-ever 
North Sea atlas, a “com- 
prehensive vehicle which will 
■ attempt to pull together all 
the available information and 
display it in a form useful, 
not only in the UK, but also 
in all the other countries 
bordering the North Sea.” 

The report goes on: “When 
this concept was explored 
further it became apparent 
that the North Sea could not 
be considered in isolation 
from the other shelf seas 
around the British Isles. And 
that there are also problems 
in the management of those 
seas, plus a need for access to 
information. 

"It was, therefore, decided 
to extend the scope of the sea 
atlas to include all the Bhelf 
areas around the British 
Isles. 

This atlas has other uses — 
it can stimulate interest in 


important areas like the 
North Sea and the Irish Sea 
among the public at large sad 
be ni educational value to 
schools and universities, as 
well as become s valuable 
reference for research 
workers. 

“An atlas of the sea la a 
device largely ignored ty car- 
tographers in the past— and 
geographers have turned their 
hacks on the sea,” it says, 

A conventional-type alias 
has the disadvantage dal it 
could not be updated easily. 

"In an area like the North 
Sea, where there is con- 
tinuous economic develop- 
ment and considerable 
physical and bioloaicil 
variations over a period, the 
ability to update Information 
is important." 

One answer could be a dais 
bank to enable all sea charts 
to be kept up to date with 
amendments and changa 
issued periodically. 

“We have always fell that 
an atlas of this kind is only 
one part of the overall scheme 
needed for effective monitor- 
ing of activities in areas life 
the North Sea,” concludes the 
report. , . . .. 

“The data bank originally 
envisaged with ita corollary cl 
automated cartography « 
just as important.

THE development of 
Peterhead into 
Britain’s leading fresh 
fish port has been one 
of fishing’s major 
success stories in re- 
cent years. And the 
port’s earnings are still 
rocketing. 

Since 1970, when seine net 
skippers began their boycott 
of Aberdeen in protest against 
the lack of services and 
facilities, and the high 
charges for dock labour to un- 
load vessels, the port bas been 
a magnet to boats. 

By 1973 landings at 
Peterhead were worth 
£9,410,202, aa against just 
short of £4 million in 1971. 
The value of landings in 1974 
and 1975 were £0,663,192 and 
£8,886,498, respectively. 

Another leap forward has 
been made tnis year. The 
total value of all species of 
fish put ashore during the 
first five months has 
amounted to some £5,900,000 
— a dramatic rise on the 
£3,400,000 realised during the 
same period last year. 

Some 334 vessels have been 
landing catches at Peterhead 
in recent months, compared 
with 32U a year ago. 

Encouraging market 
prices, and the improved 
facilities at the harbour, are 
expected to attract a further 
27 vessels to the port before 
the end of the year. 

Provisional figures show 
that, up until the end of May 
this year, about 432,000 cwt. 
of nil species had been land- 
ed, ns against 325,000 cwt. 
(luring the sume period last 
year, The value ut white fish 
nns increased hy about £3 a 
cwt.
